(57) Abstract: 


predetermined position. 



PURPOSE: To render troublesome alternate processes 
unnecessary and enable a broken part to be formed 
readily with excellent positioning accuracy by forming a 
broken part in the longitudinal direction of a rigid 
material and then effecting extrusion-molding and thus 
forming a cover. 

CONSTITUTION: A strip material 11 consisting of a metal 
plate is forwarded by a pair of rollers 14 and holes 4 
are formed on the part to be an attaching base 3 by 
means of a hole making device 17. The strip material 11 
made with holes is sent into a roll molding device 19 
via a looper 18 and then subjected to fold-molding for 
forming a modified cross-sectional trim material main 
body 2. In an extrusion-molding mold 22 a flexible 
material such as flexible resin material or the like is 
extrusion-molded wherein a cover 5, ornamentally 
covered layer 7, and resin part 8 are fixed to the trim 
material integrally, with the result that an 
extrusion-molded material 23 is formed therewith. The 
extrusion- molded material 23 is cooled and cured in a 
cooling device 24 and the delivery amount thereof is 
detected by delivery amount detecting means 26 and 
further each position of the holes 4 is detected by hole 
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
